THE GRIND OF EDUCATION. 

Although the world shows no signs as yet of 
preternatural wisdom, it is possible that we are 
learning too much. Children spend six hours a 
day in overheatéd, ill-ventilated school-rooms, 
learning a number of things that are utterly use- 
less to them thereafter, and adults, who can 
study with more discrimination, yet have to rob 
themselves of needed rest if they would yain the 
bighest:rank in the army of truth-seekers. The 
trouble seems to be that we are trying to realize 
that false ideal of an education: Something 
about everything and everything about some- 
thing.” Such a training is no longer possible, 
When a curriculum imeluded only the 
study of how “to ride, to shoot, and 
to speak the truth,” this ideal might 
have been attained. Even at a later day, some- 
thing like it was possible, as the life of Leon- 
ardo da Vinci proves. But not now. The field 
of knowledge has become so vast, and is so 
sharply divided into so many little fields, that 
no man can hope to become master of it all. 
The smaller the space he tries to occupy, the 
more chance of success. There was wisdom in 


_the traditional death-bed saying of the German 


professor who had devoted his life to the Greek 
article: I have rashly attempted too much; 
Ishould have confined myself to the dative 
case.” The power of the man of one idea or the 
man of one book is proverbial. Knowledge 
outside of one’s specialty, however good 
in itself, may be s positive disadvantage. 
Hamerton, in his “ Intellectual Life,” gives an 
instance of this. An artist spoiled his pictures 
by studying, with great care, botany and geol- 
ogy: Thereafter his landscapes were but bo- 
tanical or geological charts, good for a class- 
room, but not for an art-gallery. The speeches 
of Charles Sumner, overcrowded with the results 
of his reading, furnish another case in point. 
Moreover, outside knowledge interferes with a 
specialty by unduly limiting the time that can be 
devoted to the latter. It is melancholy to see a 
person, not a polyglot by nature, struggling 
to keep up three or four languages, besides 
attending to one especial literary pursuit. 
He is deliberately crippling bimself in the 
race with his literary rivals. It ‘requires 
a deal of moral courage to decide to 
stop studying unnecessary things and so throw 
away the fruits of long hours ot toil, but it bo- 
hooves a wise man to make the sacrifice. One 
reason of the lamentably low standard of culture 
among women is because they are apt to chase 
that will-of-the-wisp, “‘ general culture.” They 
try to know something of everything and 80 
know nothing of many things. If they would 
but each take a specialiy, how muh they might 
do ! 3 
Wisdom tells the man who would be truly 
learned to study his specialty and to stop study- 
ing other things, save so far as they bear upon 
this. Yet the advice is hard to follow. The 
student yearns, lixe Faust, for the knowledge of 
the world, and perhaps, like Faust, fritters his 
life away in a vain attempt to grasp it. 
CO-OPERATIVE PRODUCTION. 
The annual English Co-operative Congress 
met at Halifax on Easter-Monday. Its sessions 
were mainly devoted to a digtussion of co-opera- 
tive production. Co-operative distribution be- 
came long since a settled fact. As the Pail-Mal 
says: There may yet be, and is, some differ- 


| ence of opinion as to the limits of ite ultimate 
development; but the question here is not | 


one of success against failure, but merely 
as to the probable amount of a success, 
the fact of which is already beyond 
dispute.” Productioa on co-operative principles 
is, however, still om trial. The store has 
naturally preceded the shop. In Chicago this 
state of things is reversed. We have two co- 
operative workshops, but a store is still in abey- 
ance. England has co-operative corn and cotton 
and iron tailor-shops, carpenter-shops: 
coal-mines, etc., etc. None of the large institu- 
tions have, however, been in existence long. It 
is impossible to ssy, as yet, how successful 
they will be. One of them—the Ouseburn 
engine works—lost £10,000 last year, and has 
suffered from a strike this season. The last 
statement sounds strange, since co-operation is 
supposed to be a preventive of strikes. But in 
such establishments some of the workers hold 
more shares than others. This is inevitable. 
When the concern is making profits, it will pay 
heavy stockholders among the workingmen bet- 
ter to have the profits consumed by divi- 
dends, but the others will find it more 
to their advantage to have them added 
to wages. This arrays labor against labor. The 
test is the amount of capital each man owns, 80 
that it is really the old fight between capita! and 
labor over again. So compromise is needed, in 
a co-operative workshop, as well as anywhere 
else. It is, however, easier there than anywhere 
else. 

One important benefit rendered by co-oper- 
ative production is the fixing of a fair. 
scale of wages, which may serve 4 
guide to masters and men under less 
fortanate conditions. The pay workmen fix for 
themselves may justly be regarded as the limit 
of what they ought to have. Another benefit 
consists in teaching labor the risks capital has to 


| run, and tlie tasks it has to undertake. Were 


these better appreciated, fewer strikes would be 
caused by the belief that employers were mak- 
ing unduly high profite. The greatest good 
is, of course, the rescuing of labor from 
the hand-to-monuth life that makes bread 
and butters man's soleaim. Poverty, and the 
discomfort it causes, are the prolific parents of 
profits as well as wages is a grand thing. But, 


to remove them, it is essential that co-operative 


production should succeed. And, to insure suc- 
co-operate.

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PULPIT-CRITICISMS OF THE DRAMA. 

The following are excerpts from a sermon on 
the Drama preached at the University Baptist 
Church last Sunday, and reported in In Tan- 
vx of the day following: 

It is‘an imbecile indulgence, an unhealthy excite- 
ment, a sensual gratification, 

There is no system of morality that the stage has 
not vilified and brought into public contempt. It pro- 
fanes the relation of the sexes ; it violates every refin- 
ed sentiment of womanhood; it perverts every prin- 
ciple of mianhood, 

It seems to please at the expense of virtue and reli- 
gion, and so is destructive to man and dishonoring to 
God, 


Instead of refining the manners and improving the 
taste, there is no vice that hag not at one time or other 
sprung from the theatre. For a play to be popular it 
must appeal to the grosser nature, and so degrade and 
not elevate. : 

Then Satan has got you sure, if he has so gilded the 
house of death that you think it to be the gate of life. 

The moral reputation of actors is lower than that of 
any other class of equal talents. No man would be 
willing to marry an actress if he wanted a virtuous 
wife. He would not wish an actor to visit his family 
and associate with his children. . 

Its influence is evil, since it is 4 necessary and un- 
avoidable imperfection as a work of art. 

The best actors the world ever saw cannot copy 
human life accurately enough to give a single lesson in 
human nature. No man can feign feelings, especially 
high and noble feelings, successfully, He is a hypo- 
crite if he does. He who feigns a virtue commits a 
vice, All artificial demonstrations of grief, and tears, 
and woe, of envy, malice, and revenge, are simply 
infernal; and how much better is he who simulates 
joy and gladness ? 

Acting, in iteelf, is contrary to mature. He who acts 
like a virtuous man and is not one is doubly vicious. 


It would seem that a series of intemperate, 
unjust, and untenable comments upon any art 
or profession, like those upon the drania quoted 
above, were unworthy of notice; but the pecu- 
liar circumstances under which they were utter- 
ed, the sanctity of the place, the reverence 
investing the speaker by reason of his office, and 
their subsequent repetition m the ‘ news- 
paper, have given them an authority and 
publicity which entitle them. to some atten- 
tion. The Chicago pulpit has exhibited, in nota- 
ble instances, a painful spectacle during the 
past few months. It has been the arena of bitter 
and unhallowed strife and dissension upon the- 
ological and moral points, So loud and angry 
bave its controversies swelled, that it has come 
nigh being a scoff anda by-word among irrev- 
erent and ungodly spectators. Devout and 
thoughtful men deeply deplore such proceed- 
ings, for, sad as is the sicht wherever human 
passions are let loose and human infirmi- 
ties exposed, it is most lamentable when 
the display is made among church-members and 
their pastors. The conservators of the public 
good are guarded in their censure of the shep- 
herds of Christ's fold, under the feeling that, when 
they who stand before the worid as patterns of 
virtue are convicted of wrong in word or deed, a 
double offense is committed, and the effect on 
mankind is proportionately demoralizing. How 
carefully, then, it behooves these Christian am- 
bassadors to exhibit in their lives and doctrines 
the divine qualities of the Master whose gospel 
of love and mercy they preach, so that, when 
the people go up to them for instruction, 
® stone in piace of bread; lessons in bigotry, 
ignorance, prejudice, and false witness, instead 
of training im liberality, justice, truth, and 

If the conscience of a clergyman and the 
canons of his Church forbid the members of his. 
lock an indulgence in certain kinds of amuse- 
ment,—the theatre or the opera, for instance,— 
it ia his right. nay, his duty, wisely, plainly, 
kindly, to instruct them so; and if, in any case, 


the probibited pleasure be persisted in, to resort: 
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profession, he insults the good sense, the en- 
lightened reason, and the morality of so many 
people that one is tempted to retort in language 


almost as severe as his own. Surely, no scenes 


ever enacted in a theatro could more shock a re- 
fined sense of right, or would sow more germs 
of evil in the human heart, than the spectacle of 
a priest in the sacred desk distorting facts and 
traducing character. It would be as foolish to 
attempt to controvert the statements which 
form the text of this article as if they had been 
leveled against any other of the imitative arts. 
The majority of them could, with quite as much 
truth, be applied to music, painting, poetry, or 
fiction, as to the drama, Their obvious inaccu- 
racy, intolerance, and detraction condemn them 
at once, and deprive them of influence. All arts 


and vocations have, in the course of time, suf- 


fered degradation. But men who convincingly 
show their trust in the Deity and their faith in 
humanity, who pursue truth by direct courses, 
who would scorn to secure the holiest ends by 
scandalous meahs, who would prefer to lift up 
rather than drag down, who would extinguish 
evil everywhere by purifying it; will cast 
no such sweeping aspersions upon the 
drama or any other institution that has 
the seed of good in it, They will choose 
instead, by intelligent opinions, generous judg- 
ments, and candid treatment, to uphold what is 
right, and beautiful, and true, in all things and 
all men, and so help to gain the victory over 
whatever in the world is really mean, and base, 
and vitiating. They will endeavor rather to 
counteract the evil that enters into a house by 
developing the germs found therein than to pull 
down the house and bring ruin and desolation 
upon all who abide in it. 


TESTIMONY OF SCIENTIFIC EXPERTS. 

To the learned professions, if anywhere, it 
would seem, we ought to look for immunity from 
the petty jealousies and factioug rivalry of the 
lower walks of life. But it isa fact that intelleo- 
tual advancement mitigates in no perceptible de- 
gree the jealousy with which competitors. in the 
same field regard one another. Did one artist 
ever praise the work of another engaged in the 
same branch of art? To learn every defect ina 
portrait, apply to the painter’s professional 
neighbor. The professional actor is a merciless 
and bigoted critic, and tolerates excellence in 
his best friend as calmly as a bull the traditional 
red rag, or the cormer grocer his rival on 
the opposite side of the street. The pul- 
pit w not free from this selfish spirit ; 
the medical fraternity is steeped in the essential 
extract of it. The schools of medicine are abso- 
lute, and in their mutual intolerance exhibit only 
the spirit which actuates the individual adherent 
of each. | 

This was illustrated a few years ago in Balti- 
more, and recent eventa have brought it out 
more clearly. The man Schoeppe, now in 
the Penitentiary at Joliet for forgery, was 
tried for his life in Pennsylvania, accused of 


poisoning a lady for her money. The medical 


testimony of Dr. Aiken, of Baltimore, previously 
a celebrated chemist, showed the presence of 
poison in the stomach of the deceased lady, and 
secured a verdict of guilty and a capital sentence 
for the prisoner. Dr. Aiken had for years stood 
alone as the supreme sautbority in toxicology 
in Maryland and the adjoining States. Occupy- 
ing such a position, be incurred the envy and 
malice of many of his brother practitioners. An 
opportunity occurred in this trial to broak down 
his influence and overthrow his sovereignty. 
The medical profession of Maryland combined 
against him in this case, contradicted bim in 
every particular, and secured a second trial for 
Schoeppe. Throwing the weight of their united 
influence against Prof. Aiken, his opponents 
saved the life of the accused. 

Then came the celebrated Wharton trial. Mrs. 
Wharton was charged with poisoning Gen. Ketch- 
um and attempting the life of the 
cashier of «a Balimore bank. The circum- 
stances were very strong in evidence against 
her. Prof. Aiken was summoned to give his 
testimony as an expert. It was damaging to the 
lady. He declared that poison had been found 
in the stomach of Gen. Ketchum, and that the 
symptoms of the younger man pointed to the 
same drugs. Again the medical profession rose 
against Prof. Aiken as oneman. 80 unanimous 
was their outcry against him that it was heard 
and believed all over the country, and believed 
mainly because it was heard. Prof. Aiken was 
pronounced a pompous quack, and Mrs. Whar- 
ton's acquittal was a natural consequence. 

And now comes the sequel. Triumphant in 
their previous success, the Baltimore doctors 
submitted a resume of the latter case to Dr. 
Gaylor, of London, author of a standard work 
on toxicology. One would suppose that the de- 
cision of referee should be final,—at any rate, 
to the party who chose him. There is no dowpt 
that the Baltimore doctors would have agreed to 
Dr. Gaylor’s decision, had it favored them. It 
did not, however. It pronounced Dr. Aiken 
right and his bitter opponents wrong. Conse- 
quently, the latter have held a meeting and 
resolyed that Dr. Gaylor's decision must have 
been based on false premises.” There must 
have been a mistake somewhere. Of course it 
could not be on the part of the appellants. All 
of which shows how completely partisan fury 
may blind conscientious men to the truth. It 
likewise illustrates the unreliability of that sort 
of testimony called expert, and based only on 
individual experience. —

PUBLIC EDUCATION IN FRANCE. 

M. Michel Chevalier, a gentleman to whom 
France is indebted for many signal services, and 
who is ever awake to her best interests, in a dis- 
course delivered not long since before the French 
Academy of Moral and Social Science, called the 
attention of the members of that institution to 
the present condition of education in France. 
The Academy was discussing the question 
whether the schools of higher grade in France 
should be placed under municipal or national 


control. M. Chevalier took occasion to speak of 


the state of education in general in the country. 

The object of all education is to fit young men 
for the places they are to occupy in society, —at 
least to prepare them for some useful position. 
The education given in France, M. Chevalier 
finds, does not do this, Hence, he argues, it 
must be subjected to very great modification. 
Many and many a time, he says, has he been re- 
quested to find a situation for a young man fresh 
from school or from college ; but such was the 


character of the education of the applicant for |

life, and few of them could indite even the im- 
plest business letter. B chelors of Art he had 
met who knew all about ephori and archons, but 
nothing of the powers and jurisdiction of a 
Justice of the Peace. He complains that when 
young men leave school they cease to study and 
even to read. A few magnificently-bound | 
books, intended for exhibition, constitute the 
only library of even the well-to-do classes. Some 
among the poorer classes, he says, read so little 
that they actually forget the art before they are 
20 years of age. From all these facts M. Cheval- 
ier comes to the conclusion that the system of 
education pursued in France is defective ; that 
it id not such as to excite the interest of the 
of late in French methods of instruction. The 
people still cling to the mistaken idea that they 
are superior in every sense to every people in 
the world ; that there is no one from whom they 
can learn anything. | 
Laboratories and museums of any extent are 
rare in French, as compared with English, Prus- 
sian, Austrian, or even Russian, schools of the 
higher sort. It was thought a great deal when, 
towards the end of the late Empire, M. Duruy ob- 
tained 300,000 francs from the Government to 
aid in the establishment of laboratories. Yet, 
just at that time the German Emperor had given 
1,000,000 francs for one laboratory,—that pt 
Berlin,—and 500,000 more for one at Bonn, 
There is too much government in French 
schools. The pupils are held in too great re- 
strafot. Their minds are kept always at the 
highest tension. Their studies are rarely 

by physical sports. In places the children are 
kept at their’ books eleven hours and a half or 
twelve and a haifa day. No wonder they do not 
accomplish much. The French seem to be the 
last to learn that physical and mental training 
should go hand in hand. The tendency is now to 
shorten the hours of study in elementary 
schools. Mr. Senior embodies the investigations 
of an English committee on this subject, in a 
small volume published by him, in which pe 
shows that, when the hours of teaching for very 
young pupils are only three hours a day, the 
maximum result is obtained with them. Again, 
teachers m France are very poorly paid. In this 
country they do not obtain anything to boast 
of ; but there they are paid no more than half 
what they are here. When Napoleon wish- 
ed to secure the services of the late 
lamented Louis Agassiz fora Paris facuity he 
could offer him only, 7,500 francs a year. En- | 
dowments for educational purposes are rare in | 
France. It has no Cornelis or Vassars to point 
to. It is no wonder, therefore, that, under 
such a system, with such hours, and such tho 
indifference of the Government and of indi- 
viduals, the cause of education in France should 
be a languishing one. |

Under this view of the phenomena of insani- 
ty,—i. e., that the capacity and workings of the 
insane mind are due to physical (aud, through 
them, moral) causes,—the question of the re- 
sponsibility of the insane aseumes a magnitude 
which, under the old idea, it did not possess. It 
is this question of responsibility which at pres- 
ent gives the question of insanity in connection

It is not necessary here to give the classifica- 
tion of the different grades of mental disease. 
In some, the derangement is general, the person 
exhibiting various delusions; in others, it is 
limited to one subject or a certain order of 
ideas, the understanding being clear in other 
matters. In some, he is elated, confident, self, 
complacent; in others, depressed, wretched, 
and distrustful. _ From these states he finally 
falls into s demented state, in which the mind 
becomes destroyed t hrough disease. In others, 
a morbid impulse (without delusion) may take 
such despotic possession of the patient as to 
drive him, in epite of reason and against his 
will, toa desperate act of suicide | or homicide. 
There is still another clas, in which there is an 
amazing moral insensibility, in which the patient 
seems incapable of doing or appreciating good 
and right actions. The common opinion is, 
that insane persons must exhibit some delu- 
sions, ravings, or extravagance of conduct, or 
some marked symptom of madness; and that, 
failing in this, they cannot be mad. This is not 
so, unfortunately, because some of the most 
dangerous cases of disease are of this kind, the

Here the medical joins issue with the 
legal profession; and it needs but a hasty 
examivation of Dr. Maudsley's arguments to 
show the reader that, as to the question, to what 
extent the insane are responsible and should be

ignorant condition. Much advance has, how- 
ever, been made in this direction, and the prog- 
ress has been morerapid in the United States 
than in England, the English Bench having 
shown far less comprehension of the matter than 
our own.

Think of a herb ing to venture out of 
the ground in the midst of a winter month, 
when icicles and furs are en regls But it barely 
thrusts ite purple nose above the sod in the 
most favorable time. It is ssbarp eye that 
will discover it nestled close under the hooded 
Spathe. The leaves have nothing like the enter- 
prise of the flowers, aud do not wake out of 
their winter’s sleep until the rest of the vege- 
taole world is stirring. The Skunk’s Cabbage 
ae to the family entitled Aracew, which 
includes the Indian Turnip, or Jack-in-the-Pul- 
pit,—a conspicuous plant in our woods in May,— 
the Sweet , and the Egyptian Calla. The 
family numbers nearly 300 species, most of 
— * inbabit tropi * An -acrid 
prin pervades the order, and in some species 
is developed into a dangerous poison. Most 
notable of thes’ last is the Dumb Cane, a native 
of the West Indies and North America, growing 
to the height of 5 or 6 feet. Ite juice causes the 
tongue to swell, and destroyer the power of 
speech. Simply inserting the teeth into a leaf 
or stem has u kpown to produce this effect. 
The plant would flonrish in this climate, and 
aftlicted husbands need not strive to domeaticate 
it in their gardens. .
